(2) BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. ("BellSouth") shall prefile and serve

testimony by August 2, 2004;

(3) Petitioners' reply testimony shall be filed and served by August 16, 2004;



(4) Discovery shall begin on April 12, 2004, and shall end on June 25, 2004 by filing
and service;

(5) The hearing of this matter shall be September 8-10, 2004 (Petitioners would ask
that no hearing be scheduled between the dates of September 12 - October 2, 2004 because
Petitioner's lead counsel is expecting a baby during those weeks); and

(6) All written discovery shall be responded to within 30 calendar days of filing with
the Commission.

As grounds for this motion Petitioners state that this procedural schedule has been
coordinated with the procedural schedule proposed in other states in which Petitioners have filed
similar arbitration petitions against BellSouth so that this schedule for Kentucky should be
convenient for both Petitioners and BellSouth. Petitioners hope that the proposed procedural
schedule will, likewise, be convenient for the Commission.

Finally, Petitioners note that the 270th day following the beginning of negotiations in the
arbitration is June 3, 2004. Because this procedural schedule set forth above necessarily extends
beyond this date, Petitioners are willing to extend the statutory decisional deadline to November
3, 2004, and would ask the Commission to confirm, by order, its agreement to this extension of
the date by which the Commission must resolve this matter.

Petitioners therefore urge the Commission to adopt the procedural schedule set forth
above.
